"We find the investment of money 


at tax time in non-taxable bonds to 
be our most serious 
loss. Money 


withdrawn from the deposit account, 
loaned on mortgage or otherwise, or 
even invested in government bonds, 
is sooner or later returned for deposit. 
^Ehe tax rate in our village is about 
4 per cent; 6 per cent is the rate for 
good loans. Under these conditions a 
good 4 per cent non-taxable bond at 
about par is an attractive investment. 


"We find that when onr customers 


buy these long time bonds that they 
very seldom offer them for sale. They 
prefer real estate mortgages to bonds, 
and if the tax rate could be reduced to 
one-half of one per cent, would loan 
their money on mortgage and it (the 
money) would be kept in the com- 
munity.

a law that would place all values on 
a more equal basis."

Baird. who died in 1900 at the age of 
eighty-two.

grew up in the wholesome atmosphere 
of a prairie town home in the middle 
west. There are hundreds of towns 
very much like Perry, but no other one 
that has won the distinction of having 
a native daughter become the wife and 
comrade of a man thrice nominated for 
the presidency of the United States. 
On her mother's side Mrs. Bryan is of 
English descent. 
Her 
father 
was 


Scotch-Irish. Mary Elizabeth attended 
the public schools in Perry until she 
was ready for what the average girl 
considers the finishing school. 
She 


was sent to the celebrated old Monti- 
cello seminary at Godfrey, 111., for one 
year aud then to the Presbyterian 
academy at Jacksonville. 
Here she 


passed two years, being graduated with 
the cla«s of' 1SS1. 


A College Romance. 


Mi«s Baird entered the Jacksonville 


school as a jii:.i<>r. In the same town 
and Hit* same year William Jennings 
P.'-.- an was a jn.ior at Illinois college. 
Jf \v;:< a rollo:.'!' jv-mance. There was 
an intellectual aiiipily between them. 
For two ? e.irs they cultivated mutual 
acquaintance. Three years after their 
graduation there was a quiet wedding 
at Perry, the date beii.u' Oct. 1, 1S8-1. 
Mr. T'.ryan had completed his 
law 


course :ind was beginning the practice 
of bis ]iro!V--^i'>ii in Jacksonville. Like 
the average young lawyer, be was poor, 
but lie w.'s intensely ambitious. Mrs. 
Bryan shared his ambitions and deter- 
mined to bo a true helpmeet. To that 
end she began the study of law. 


she proved what a bright woman in 
earnest can do by inventing a short- 
hand system of her own. By this sys- 
tem she can catch her husband's dicta- 
tion word for word. 
It is said that 


there is only one other stenographer 
who has been able to do that. 


Mrs. Taft also is a true helpmeet to 


her husband. 
She says that she is 


old fashioned enough to believe that 
woman is the complement of man and 
that what is most feminine about her 
is most attractive to man and there- 
fore of the greatest utility to the world. 
Nevertheless Mrs. Taft is a woman 
suffragist. 
"I have always believed 


that w omen should vote," she said re- 
cently. '•! favor bestowing upon them 
every civic right, but I should like to 
put in a prohibitory clause debarring 
them from running for public oflice. 
With women running for office I think 
the natural scheme would be disjoint- 
2d and the end and aim of the home 
destroyed." 


A World Traveler. 


Like Mr?. Bryan, Mrs. Taft is her 


husband's intellectual comrade. When- 
ever Mr. Taft takes up the study of 
some problem of statecraft, though it 
may be as dry as dust, Mrs. Taft pro- 
ceeds to inform herself upon the same 
topic. 
Thus she is enabled to '"keep 


up" with her husband in all his inter- 
ests. 
Shy has traveled around the 


world with him and has absorbed valu- 
able information in every country vis- 
ited. 


The Taft love affair was not a col- 


letre romance. 
Both Mr. nnd Mrs. 


Taft were born in Cincinnati. Their 
famiiits wre neighbors and friends. 
Mrs. Taft says she cannot remember 
a time w!i"ii she did not know Will. 
The children of the two families visit- 
ad b.ifk -i:id forth frequently. Mrs. 
Paft w.is Helen Ilerron, daughter of 
John W. Ilerron, who used to be a 
law partner of Rutherford R. Hayes, 
presidei'r of the United States from 
1^77 to 1^-1. It was while young Taft 
wns in V;i'e that the interesting under- 
standing ix-twcen the young couple 
rni'H> to :\ rmint. The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial 'Jazetre of June 20, 1SS<>, tells 
of a quiet home wedding at the Hor- 
ron domicile the evening of the mth 
and une* :liis bit of description of the 
bride's foMume, which should be read 
with i'-.ierest by the women of today:

aesthetic arts. In all the busy years 
of her husband's official career, with 
its frequent journeys from place to 
place. Mrs. Taft has "kept up her mu- 
sic," so to speak. She plays brilliant- 
ly and shitrs well. 


If Mrs. Bryan has any special study 


it is German. She has been a dilijreut 
student of the German tongue and is 
quite proficient in the language. Mrs. 
Taft also has linguistic tastes. 
While 


residing in the Philippines for four 
years she studied Spanish until she 
could t-3lk almost like a native—not ex- 
actly like a native, but better, for she 
learned the real Spanish. In her trip 
around the world Mrs. Taft conversed 
with the representatives of several na- 
tions in their own tongues, thereby 
causing her husband a pang of envy 
because he was not so good a linguist. 


Both candidates' wives are demo- 


cratic In their tastes and in their man- 
ner. Both are noted for their remark- 
able memory of names and faces, thus 
proving that they are well qualified 
to be politicians on their own hook. 
Just here occurs to rue a conversation 
•which I overheard the other day in a 
public place. A maa from Cincinnati 
was talking politics to a party of 
friends. 
Mr. Bryan was the chief

The Cincinnati man remarked

twelve years ago \vben she was with 
her husband on one of his tours dur- 
ing his first campaign.

The Queer Fruit of a Tree That Grows 


In Algeria. 


Soap grows on trees in Algeria. The 


soap tree is ornamental and reaches a 
height of fifty feet. It begius to bear 
fruit when six years old. The -wood is 
close grained, takes a good polish and 
s admirably suited, for furniture. The 
average income from a tree is §10 to 
?20 a year. 
The composition of the 


"ruit consists of a nut shaped hull in 
•which is a seed. - In the hull exists the 
soapy matter in the proportion of 30 
to 40 per cent of the bulk, of the hull. 
The soap principle is set "free by the 
shredding of the hull and using it with 
water just as if it -were a piece of soap. 
A beautiful lather is the result, And the 
cleansing qualities are such that there 
is EO soap made by human process that 
can compare with them.- 
For toilet 


purposes the same applies. The hull 
an be made into a po\vder and the 
powder into a cake, so as tr> make the 
use of it easier. It can also be made 
into a. liquid for hair -wash, dentifrice 
and various other preparations. Seeds 
of the Algerian soap tree have been im- 
ported" to the United Stafe^''and soap 
trees have been discovered- in Florida 
indigenous to the- soil.- The* seed has a 
kernel which contains a fixed oil in ev- 
ery respect preferable to the best im- 
ported olive oil, either for eating or 
culinary purposes, and a'Iso for alt 
kinds of industrial products in -which 
the olive oil is used. The yield in. oil is 
twice that of the olive fruit.—Balti- 
more American.

The Mysterious Gegenschien.

IN THE ROCKIES 


Denver, Colo., July 16, 1908. 


Editor 
Advocate:—The 
next day 


after the great convention closed and 
the thousands of delegates and visitors 
began to disperse to their homes, all 
over the union, I took an early morn- 
ing train on the Colorado Southern 
for Colorado Springs. The 
Springs 


are 87 miles west of Denver and are 
at an altitude 1,000 roet higher than 
that of Denver. The difference in the 
air is quue appreciable, owing 10 me 
higher altitude and the nearness to 
the mountain, Colorado Springs nest- 
ling at the foot of the Rockies—they 
always "nestle," you know; Pike's 
Peak, whose base is only three miles 
distant, standing, with 
snow-capped 


peaks that tower among the clouds, 
like an eternal sentinel over the little 
city. 


Colorado Springs is a city of per- 


haps 20,000 inhabitants and is proba- 
bly the wealthiest city of its size in 
this country, as it is the home of a 
large number of 
millionaires, who 


have made fortunes out of the mines 
and then, having built palaces here, 
have settled down in this most de- 
lightful climate in the world, to en- 
joy life.

Springs to see the sights—as you cer- 
tainly will—do not fail to get J. C. 
Moore's tourist driver, if you can— 
for he is always in demand—-as his in- 
telligence and accurate description of 
all points of interest add greatly 
to 


the pleasure and benefit of the trip. 
He first drove us to the famous Gar- 
den of the Gods, -whose fantastic and 
wierd beauties are indescribable. This 
wild region, comprising several hun- 
dred acres, looks more like a section 
of chaos, frozen at the dawn of crea- 
tion, into e'ernal

that I can think of. The road winds 
for several miles around and between 
enormous blocks and peaks of soft,

—iron, sulphur, soda, etc., etc.—that 
boil up out of the mountains, on all 
sides, strong and eternal. 
The soda 


spring that I drank from seemed to 
be inexhaustible in volume; the water 
was delicious to the taste, contained 
numerous medicinal properties, and 
was free as the air, to all comers.

nearly alj-day drive, with Mr. Hoover

No description

justice to the wonderful and awe-in-

which are grand indeed! 
Here, for 


the first time, I made the acquaint- 
ance of that noble, patient, always re- 
liable little animal—th? Rocky Moun- 
tain 'burro. As I saw him toiling pa-

srand and awe-inspiring and fills one 
vith thoughts of the sublime and the 
nfinit«>. Great peaks rise, abruptv, 
fountain high, on either s'ide, seem- 
ng to pierce the clouds; and in some 
ilaces the blue sky appears as only a 
larrow strip of dark azure, in which 
he dim stars can almost be seen. The 
:liffs and peaks have been wrought

•ach, covered with eternal mist and 
roam and ra'inbow. 


Slowly and laboriously, I climbed 


ip the almost 300 steps, close by the 
alls, that led to the summit. 
Back 


from here, about a mile and a thou- 
sand feet higher, is the 
grave of 


-lelen Hunt Jackson, the author of 
Pomona, reached only toy burro trail. 
But, as we were pressed for time and 
were told that the remains had been 
removed from their resting- place in 
he mountains, we returned, down the 
steps, where 
a. m'isstep would have 


been fatal, to the canyon below. 


The High 
Drive, 
after 
passing 


hrough the North Canyon, wliich -was 
similar to the South Canyon, though, 
perhaps, not 
as grand in its scenic 


display, completed this grand and 'ir- 
piring trip. 
Beginning at the base 


of the North Canyon we wind slowly 
up and urp and around and around 
he sides of the mountain, on a nar- 
•ow, but good road, artificially COP - 
structed by the genei'osity of General 
Palmer, fill we arrive at the sunimii. 


height of 9,000 feet. 
The road is 


very narrow and, generally speaking, 
wide enough for only one vehicle, ex- 
cept in a, few places, where it has 
jeen widened out, so that 
two ve- 


licles can pass. 
However, the gen- 


eral custom seems to be to drive in 
one way, so that largely obviates the 
difficulty of passing. At many places, 
there was only a narrow road blasted 
out of the solid rock, while on the 
other side was a sheer descent of hun- 
dreds of feet. 
At these places 
we 


clutched the dashboard firmly and 
prayed that the 
team might "keep 


:'he middle of the road!" 


"When we left the Springs at S in 


;he mormng, it was bright and cloud- 
less and no one—at least, none of us 
;enderfeet—dreamed 
of a storm in 


the mountains. But it came, all the 
same, just as we were about half-way 
up the mountains—a, blinding, drench- 
ing rain storm, 
with 
thunder 
and 


'ightning and hail, such as we have 
never seen before and are not espe- 
cially anxious to see again. 
Our ve- 


I'icle was open and we got drenched 
through and through, till we felt that 
we would not want any more water 
for a long, long while. 


Just at noon, we reached the sum- 


mit of the mountain and the storm 
began to abate. Here our eyes were 
gladdened by the sight of the hospit- 
able little inn, kept by the celebrated 
Mrs. Captain Jack, where, after 
the 


team was eared for, we immediately 
took refuge. 
A 
warm fire and a 


warmer welcome greeted us, from the 
kind heaited little English 
woman. 


Our coats were removed to dry, be- 
fore blazing fires, where we also drie>] 
the rest of our anatomies. The fine 
chicken dinner, 
with 
other fixings, 


that followed, soon put us in a good 
humor with all the world and the rest 
of mankind. The
